tirely piven) over to agriculture, and, aren 
for atea, it produces more cereals than 
any other great groin-prodiucimig notion 
in the world. ts fann londs are obout 
equally divided between the small farmer 
atl the rich lnnd-owner,. There are 
phout 2 million farms with on average 
Stree of .eipht acres, and then there are 
Oe bel | with m0 average size of 
2S i) acres, 

The result is that one finds the strangest 
cantraiuts in farming methods, Here ts 
a bie estate, where every. sort of fatm 
machinery that he raaae States has to 
offer is to le fo hinder, the 
mower, the stenitt pat plow, the ruhinig 
cultivator, the manure spreader, and even 
the stent liencler anid thresher. And 
then hard by dre a hundred small tar- 
mers who etl harvest: their err itt with 
the sickle, thresh it with the fi til, ar tread 
it ont with oxen aid winnow tt with the 
herne-mude fark. They mow ther prass 
with the scythe, rake it with the band 
ruke, and haul it m woth ox-carts, 

But even with ithe very — primitive 
method=e that chanicterizve half of the 
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farming of the country, they manage to 
coax a rither bountiful crop out of the 
cull. They produced 89,000,000 Inshels 
of wheat last year, an average of nearly 
twenty bushels to the acre—a yield al- 
most mo third greater than our owt 
Their corn crop amounted to 110,000,000 
bushels, or nearly twenty-two to, the 
acre. ‘They also had a 2,000,000-bushel 
crop of hartey and-an oat crop of similar 
proporthonts, 

The year before, rotg, they expeti- 
enced she-throes of a crop fiuilure, the 
wheat vield being cut) in half and other 
cereal crops being sadly below normal, 

In normal years they have a./hig sur- 
plus, with about 40,000,600: hitshels uf 
corn, 350,000,000 biushels of wheat, rnd 
trooo,co00 lushels of barley to throw 
inte the world’s markets. Heretoforv, 
since the wtuthreak of the war, the Cen- 
tre! Empires bad heen able ta uy the 
bulk of this surplus, and the blnw af 
Roumaria’s participation in the war will 
probably be as heavy from-an economic 
as from a military standpormt. 


FECULIAN: CUSTOMS, STHANGE 
SUPERSTITIONS 


‘The great bulk of Roumania’s populn- 
tion belongs to the peasant class, for 
there are comparatively few cities ant] 
most of themare small, Many of these 
peasants Hive on the great estates, where 
their forebenrs for jeneratmons ‘have 
farmed for the aleentee Landlords. 

An interesting class these picasants 
fortn, with their peculiar customs, their 
striking superstitions, their primitive 
wivs: of looking at things in general. 

The evilof race suicide has oever in- 


vated toral Howmiitin. tt regarded ne 


wotthy of honor to be the head of a nn- 
merous family, As im all lanils where 
many of the people are more or less ilbt- 
erate, there is 4 high death rate, though 
the fact that the hotthe-feil aby 1s alinost 
unkniwn in peasant Ronnmunia tends. to 
overcome the high infant mortality that 
would otherwise result, 

That they aren feeund folk is revealed 
hv the fact that, althongh their death rate 
is high, they still have an annul excess 
of 1:8.000 birthe over deaths. Apply 
that-same mitio of increase to the Amer- 


til 


tan people, and without a single imumi- 
yrant we would grow at the rate of more 
than a million aod a half a vear—hiteen 
million or more between censtis yenrs, 
Yet, even with our enormous immigra- 
tion, hetween mjog and 1914, nclosive, we 
grew only a little more thin 14,000,000. 
The average Rotimanian peasint is not 
piven to the kid of thrift that leads him 
often toa savings hank, The pactrimony 
of his sons and daughters is more often 
mad will, good health, and an honest 
mind than it is tand, or money, ar hotrees. 
So narrow is the margin apow which a 
young couple starts out in lite that it has 
come to bea proverb among them, “Mlar- 
ticd today and out at the elbows tomar- 
row.” For children come apace, and the 
prices af the things the peasant has ti sell 
are even lower than the prices of those 
he has te bay, and not until his own Ta- 
bors are supplemented by those of sons 
and daughters has he much chance to pre- 
pare for even the shoricst of rainy days, 
Wheb oa young Kournaniian penser 
lads thoughts turn to love and hie mined 
begins to meline toward marriage, he 
to his mother rather than to his swéet- 
heart with his tale, He tells her all ahout 
it, at rarely thinks of confiding the happy 
socrétta his fallver: for Rowmarnian peas- 
ant fathers have faced the stern realities 
of life so long that they ate aptto forget 
that they were once bovs, and thereTore 
hove litte sympathy with love-lorn tales, 
rte PIKE BENS, LOVE TRIEMPITS 
Bat the mather acts as ambassador to 
the father, and if he can be induced to 
look with favor upon the lover's choice, 
he calls in. two of bis best friends in the 
village, tells thet of the son's dreams, 
sod asks them to accompany the said: sen 
to the house of the object of love's voung 
dream. Mavhap the gitl herself has not 
yet received: Trom the youth a single hint 9 f 
his love: Tat even so, 24 he and his spoles= 
nien approach the house she suspects the 
object of his visit and peeps through any 
crack of cranny that ts convenient, 
lf it happens to be winter, the father 
of the girl invites. the company in, and, 
surmising their mission, gives some hint 
as to his attitude by the way he looks 
after the fire.

THE NATIONAL DANCE 


The Rowmnanian peasants have a say- 
Ing that they must dance on Sunday to 


keep the creak out of their bones oan, 


Alonday. Most of the datices-are at the 
pubis houses — digice halls under the 
ite sky, as it, Wwere—and young and old 
gather there, The old folk spend the day 
with the tipple, while the young ones 
dance, There is very littl drinking on 
any other day of the week, and-a tipsy 
Imin except on Sunday is ¢eldom seen, 

The national datiwe is a sart.of cross 
between a jig and the game of ring- 
dround-the-rosie, All the dancers clasp 
hands and form a ring. They then begin 
& stepping, swaying motion that never 
maves them ont of their orginal tracks, 
ard to the music of the Tziguna band 
they keep it ip for hers. 

The dances are organized by the bays 
of the community, They arrange for the 
music, provide the refrestunents, and pre 
side as masters cf ceremonies. Wher the 
ritls reach wv marringeahle age and have 
sti sufficiently inatricted in the honse- 
hold arts, they are allowed to attend these 
flanees as participants. “She ¢dances at 
the dance” is the peasant way of saying 
that a girl tos made her debut and is 
eligible for matrimenttal attentions. 

“Many Bands make feht work” is an- 
other proverb of the Roumaniiin peasant, 
often put into practice, Almost every 
night there to neighborhood gathering 
like the old-fashioned apple-citting or 
apple-butter boiling tm early American 
tiral history. The houses have their 
tums at these parties, and there is-always 
i kettle of cornmeal mush and hake! 
pumpkin and potitecs and popearn ready 
for the occasion. All hands join in the 
evening progmim of combing, carding, 


flocks; slevping in the eres 
elt: 
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ind spinning the household supply of 
wool or flax, the while neighborhood 
gossip passes current among the elders 
and occasional words of love or childish 
jest among ithe more vouthful members 
of the party, | 

One-third of the area of the country 
teward the north and west is inhabited 
hy seh-civilized shepherds, Up in the 
Carmathians in summer and down in the 
sheltered valleys in winter they lead their 
| with them

sky afford. They sellom speak: indeed, 
their solitary lives leave theny little tp 


portumity for conversation, They wear 


err fair aint beards Jone. and have

BIGSS AND PORTENTS “COVERN. PRASANT 
LIFE 


The Roumanian peasant is much given 
ta superstition, and he has a sign for 
everything, Ti shinyeles are notated on 
4 root in the proper sign, they will turn 
upat the ends; if potatoes are not planted 
in the proper sign, they will grow an top 
of the soil and be a failure; if you have 


money in your pocket when you see the 


new moon, you will nat “go broke,” at 
least net until anether new toon cones. 
Om the other hand, it i held to ‘be -dan- 
Perous tO announce to these in the house 
that the new moon has appeared, for in 
that case all the pote and pans in’ the 
kitchen will be Brakes before the waning 
Tat pasacs. 

When a peasant child is christened, all 
of those present assume the relation of 
roc-poarents, and it is.9 superstition that 
there must be to Intermarriages between 
god-fathers and god-mothers. The re 
sult is that christenings are not widely 
attended, and those with matrimenial 
ambitions eschew them entirely, 

The utmest care is: taken by some to 
prevent a child from seeing its image in 
a titrer before i t= three veare oll, for 
if it does it will become a vietim of the 
“falling sickness,” which will send it 
stumbling through life. — | 

The girls of Roumanian courtry dis- 
tricts take great pride in a clear, healthy 
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complexion, And jus) asthe girls in our 
awt rural districts a generation ago 
woukl get tip before breakfast and steal 
down unobserved on the first day of May 
to wash then freckles away in the dew 
of the morning, so the girls of Rowmania 
take red and white threads, twist them 
into cords, from which they suspend 
eoins around their necks, These taliz- 
mins they wear trom the dead of winter 
to the moment they see the first hinssom 
of spring, feeling sure that thereby they 
will poarantee themselves a milk-white 
complexion, rosy cheeks, and ruby lips. 
HUCHAREST—THE OAY CAPITAL 

But if there is primitive simpheity it 
Roumanian peasant Wife, there is- ultra 
formality in the polite circles of Buch- 
arest, ‘the national capital “The Pans of 
the Fast” its inhabitants proudly call their 
city, and in the character of its archi- 
tecture, the wave of ite people, the prices 
im force at tts hotels, it justly deserves 
the title it has vatititingly assuttied. 

This near-ensiern metropolis is ahowt 
equal in size to our own National Capital, 
and yet it has twenty times 26 muny Tes 
tatrrants and cafes, ten times as many 
street lights, and twice as many theaters: 
This regarded as the most expensive plaice 
in. the warkd for the well-to-do and the 
cheapest for the poor. Prices at) the 
Hotel du Bowevard are higher than in 
New York or Landen, and travelers who 
have visited Monte Carlo’s lending hotels 
and then journeyed to Buchorest have 
founc its rates frame 15 per. cent te 25 per 
cent higher than those oabtammg in the 
hostelries of Monacn, 

But if their prices are Wigh, their:sery- 
we ont them fool leive nothing to be 
desired. The cuisine of the leading ho- 
tels. and private homes is French, and 
money i¢ mo consideration—quality i 
paramount, Some cf the finest restiu- 
rants cust of Paris.are in Bucharest, and 
the night life, with its passionate, pulsa- 
tings By psy niisic, its sparkling wine, its 
beautiful women, tts scintilkiting jewels, 
its handserne men, is as gay anc alluring 
as anything the wotld fas wo offer. 

As to clothes, everybody who pretends 
to dress at all dresses in. the mode of 
Paris, and the gowns of the élite areas

up-to-the-minute as those to be seen on 
the Champs Inlysees. 

Cocutrabela s fournshes openly, anil high. 
sakes are the role rather than the excep 
tion, Many of the players own farms as 
big at an American comity, and their in- 
comes are proportionately large. 
KUSSLAN EXILES AS STRANGE “canmrs” 

The source of the wealth of Tincharest 
is the big: country estites atid the cheap 
Jabor, “The rich “boyar” has a whole 
anny of retamers, who receive fittle more 
for their toil than did the slave in our 


own country before the Civil War—their 


“victuals and keep.” The resilt is an 
immense income, which finds its first ex- 
pression Ina very fine tesidence in Ho- 
charest, and later in the maintenance of 
an cultra-expensive estublishment. It is 
said that the Rowmanian Government has 
the fmest home for tts foreign ministry 
to be found in-all Europe. ft was built 
by one of these “hoyars,” of kindedl pro- 
prietors, who had the misfartune to dic 
soon after his pailattal hone was com- 
pleted. The government theretpan ac- 
quired it. 

Nolumly tat the proletariat thinks of 
Walking tm that picturesque capital. 
Nearly all of the “cabbies” own their own 
teams of long-maned, flowing-tailed Rirs- 
sain horses, They are Russian exiles of 
the Skopti sect, who have a religious Le- 
lef that no family should have more than 
one male child and who resort to = re- 
ligio-surgical ceremeny to insure this 
comuition. an 

They wear great blue-black velvet 
emits, the skirts of which reach to the 
ground. Thetr waists are bound about 
with mulithied sashes, the Howing ends

eee” Along this superb drive the end-

eervedl for the royal tumouts, There is 
no physical line of demarcation between 
this “king’s highway" and the other part 
of the bomlevard, but courtesy toward the 
royil fanuly draws and respects an imag- 
imiry one. 

PRINCE CHAULES TH MIRACLI-WORKER 


But Roumania was wot always thes. 
Forty years ago it was, hoth as to country 
at as to-capital, ane of the most back- 
ward mitions of Europe; and then tt 
called Ponce Charles of Prosi to tts 
throne. Although he liad to travel to 
Bucharest incogmio in order to escape 
the secret service of Awatria, which was 
determined to keep him out, he inuiedi- 
ately set to work to bring the country up 
toa lngher stamulard, and the story of his 
reien, which closed with his: death soon 
after the European war began, is largely 
ithe same sort of story of development as 





that of Genmany during the reign of his 
Hohenzellern kinsman. King: Carol, as 


he was called, had for his ciecn Etliza- 
beth, a German princess, better known by 
her pen nome of Carmen Sylva, She, 
too, was spared the sorrows of Reu- 
mania's howr of decision, having died a 
few months age, They had one child, 
Iatt it died tn infancy, andl Camnen Svlva 
tured her interest to the poor of the 
coumiry arid to letters and music, Tt 1 
sail that she was perhaps the most tal- 
ented queen of her generation. She contd 
converse in six languages: she wrote 
some thirty books; she compased an opera 
that wis-staged and praised on the canti- 
nent, and her svmphoni¢es and songs have 
wana plaice in the worl of music. Like- 
wise she was no mean wielkler of the 
brush, and was an expert oeedlewomnan. 
Her pride was her work for the hind, 
for whom she founded an institution in 
Bucharest, 

The present king is a nephew of King 
Carol. Hi wife 6 a granddaughter of 
Chueen Victoria, an} therefore a first 
cousin of most of the reignime heads of 
Ierope, | 

Uneler the new era initiated anid carried 
down to the present by the Hohenzollern 
dynasty, Roumania has gone far ahead of 
her neighbors of the Balkan region, and

Let us now tim to Roumanian history 
aril note some of the ontstandiie events 
that buve heen the crossronds on ber 
highway trom the past to the present. 
The carly inbabitunts were Dncinns; 
Pliny and Herodotus agree that they were 
the bravest and mewt honorable of all the 
iarbarian tribes that Rome encountered 
inher days of expansion, ‘Thucydides 
onan them as wonderful fighters on 
horseback. | 

The ‘Frajan Column in Rome bears the 
atthor's story of the great emperor's con- 
quest of this territary, Across the Dan- 
ube ire the ruined piers which once sup- 
ported a bridge built by Trajan, atid some 
sections of the great military roar he con- 
structed still are in use assa port of the 
national highway system. 

Also there are tmatiy custams. which 


stil proclann the ancient rule and im 
fluence of Rome that have persisted 


through the centuries since the departure 
of her glory. For tnstanee, there i the 
old Phyrric dance; the robes with bells 
on sleeves anil girdles, ‘The Roumanians 
still shout in unison to prevent Saturn 
from hearing the voice of the infant 
Tapiter; and even their oxen proclaim 
the “glory that was Rome" in their 
nantes, for here vou may see Caesar and 
Brutus as yoke-fellows, and there Cassis 


nnd Aupistirs: 

But ies Rome withdrew, what t now 
Rourmantia becanve the Belgium of 1 series 
of racial strugeles between the Fast and 
the West, first this horde and then that 
overrun the fertile vallevs. Trvasion 
hecame the normal condition of Kouma- 
nian territory, ail the sturdy deccenlants 
of the early Romats and Romanized Da- 
cinns learned how to survive even such

conditions, When the waves of invasion 
awept over their valleys they simply re- 
tired. to the amountains and waited for 
them to recede ; nor did they wait In vain.

For a thousand yenrs the country wis 
the shuttlecock in the game of B cent 
batthedore and shuttlerock staged by the 
rival sovereigns of Earope—Kussia, Pie 
land, Hungary, Austria, Turkey, ¢te. 
Cece Peter the Great established a 
tectornte over the Roumanians Then 
come Catherme the Great withea plan to 
annex them to Russia, Austria, afrawl 
that sath a course meant Russinn terr- 
torial expansion ina direction that threat 
ened ‘her, objected so veltemently that 
Catherine reconsidered, and Moldavia 
and Wallachin were pluced, m 1774. 
under the suzerainty of Turkey. 

In 1867 the twe principalities decided 
to unite under the name of Romania, tm 
acvorhince with an agreement ‘reached 
liv the Powers, follawing the Crimean 
Ware Their autmweny guaranteed, the 
Roumaninas selected an army officer, 
Cal Alexander. Cuza, as ther proce, 
whe thereupon came inte power under 
the tithe of Alexuniler Joho 1, Prince of 
Root nia. 

In 7866 the ruling element in liucha- 
rest devided that they wanted a change, 
so they politely invaded the prince's hed- 
room one night, gave hima certificate of 
abdicxtion to sign, aml annonce! Uhat 
there wus a carriage waiting which would

HONTED OF SFOILS OF VICTORY 


When Carol assumed the throne, it be- 
came one of fis pricipal aims to tree 
his country from the -suz¢rainty of Tur- 
key, When the conflict between Russia 
and Turkey wae timpendmg m t875, he 
first attempted to have the |owers ¢uar- 
antes the neutrality of Roumania during 
the war: but they were too busy with 
their awn affairs and his efforts failed, 

Then Renmania deciled to enter an 
agreement with Russia, This agreement, 
which is Wuminating, in the light. of 
present-day history, granted free passage 
of Russian troops over Rounmaninn soil, 
Russia undertaking to respect the politi- 
cal rights and to defen the integrity af 
Riouniantin. | 

One of the first acts of Roumania after 
hosttities bean was to declare her inide- 
pendence of Turkey, As the war pro- 


cette, Russia found herself in-sore need 


of telp, Repeated appeals finally brought 
Rounanian participation, and Prince 
Carol was given the supreme comtmirn! 
of ihe sllieut forces before Mevna, where 
lie gained 9 grent bot costly wietory. 

When the war ended and Turkey and 
Rissa entererl into the Treaty of San 
Stefarwy, it dil recognize Kounmnmo im- 
depetrlence, although Roumartin was not 
admitted to the peace conference. But it 
dieo provided that Roumarnin should get 
the swampy ctinitey between the Danuhe, 
Where it Nees north, and the Black Seo.

SALUNIKI MURE MODERN THAN ATHENS 
AND COMNBTAN TINGLE 


Yet compared to its two great neigh- 
bors, Athens and Constantinople, Salon- 
kt is relatively.a modern town. Founded 
originally as an loninn colony, the place 
was first known as Therme, or ‘Therma, 
from the hot <prings which still exist in 
that eastern district of the bay. It fell 
into the bands of the Fersitins im 5t2 
B.C -when Darius overran Seythii and 
Thrace; and Nerxes reassembled bis own 
forces there preparatory ty his invasion 
of Oreece. a 

During the great days of the Mace 
doninn Empire the city played no notable 
role, for Philip ‘and Alexander the Creat 
held their court at, Peta, in the hills be- 
wand the Vardar. The present town was 
founded abit 375 B.C. by King Kas 
earlier of Macedon, add named atter his 
wife Thessnlinike, half sister to. Alexan- 
der the Great. The adjoining peninsula 
of Kassandm tikes its name from. the 
king himself, whe founded onother city 
on its share. fe | F 

Under the Romans, Salonikr grew 
greatly in importance. Made a free city, 
the capital of the surrounding region, tt 
became the home of many Reman colo- 
nists, anid wot a few famods names asso- 
ciate themselves with the town. Cicero 
lived there fora time in exile, St. Maul 
Was another temporary resident, whore 
epistles to the Thessalonians we still pre- 
berve. 

KERD DEILT A COLDS SATE 

The emperor Neto decorated the city 
with a caries a few of whose bat- 
tered caryatides were visible there until a 
few years ago, under the picturesque 
tame of fay encantades—the Enchanted 
Women. They are-now in the Louvre. 

Trajan erected a rotunda in honor of

the Cahiri; for they, with Aphrodite of 
the Baths, were patrons of pagan Salon- 
iki, .Galenus, one of the assocmtes of 
Diodletian in the purple, made Saloriiki 
his headquarters. Licinins, coemperor 
with Constantine the Great, died or was 
put to death there in 324 by his success- 
fil rival. ‘Theodosius the Great also 
lived there, in 380, in order to keep his 
eye on the Goths, | 

After his. retirement fo Milan, ten 
thotsand of the Thetsalonian: were 
butchered in the citens, in punishment 
for insulting the emperar’s heutenant. 
St. Ambrose, Dishop o t Milan, thundered 
from the pulpit against the imperial mur- 
derer, and Picsdauiive eventually made a 
most humiliating public penance, 
Dering the Ryzantine period Saloniki 
hecame the second city of the empire. 
[rs situation made it the commercial cap- 
itil of the Balkan Péninstila, and tt ri- 
willed Constantinople as a port of trafie 
between tastern Europe and Alexandria. 
Bot its wealth ane tts comparitive re- 
moteness also made it a frequent object 
of attack. Avars, Goths, and Tons came 
time and again to ite gates. The Saracens 
captured and sacked tin gog. The Nor- 
mans descended upon it im Ti&s. 





SERN AND. BULGAR VIerToOs 


And it ts: not unimteresting to recall 
that among the most assiduous of thease 
redoubtable visitors were the Sertis, and 
especially the Bulgars. These neighbors 
owed much to Salamki, from whom they 
took their faith and, indirectly, their 
‘lphalet; for it was from Salontki that 
St. Cyril and St. Methoils went forth ta 
canvert and to civilize the hardy mown- 
taineers of the Balkans, The hardy 
mountaineers, however, lost no oppertu- 
nity te take more merchantable loat from 
Saloniki, though Saloniki ‘itself they 
never took for Jong. | 

After the conquest of Constantinople 
in ty by the Franks ancl Venetians of 
the Fourth Crisade, Salamkt fell to the 
lot of Boniface, Marys of Montferrat, 
whe made it the capital of an imaginary 
kingilom. In i222 King Demetrius, son 
of (Maniface, wae driven out with his 
Lombard nctilés by a Byzantine prince of
